FHE LOSS AT LAKE LINDEN. 


Destruction of a Michigan Village by the 
Flames. 

CaLrumMeEtT, Mich., May 20.—The village of 
Lake Linden, on Torch Lake, in Keweenah 
county, was destroyed by flre today, involving 
aless ef two million dollars. The flames 
broke out at 11:55 a. m. in a brick block occu- 
pied by Newman & Tieclease, From there 
they spread rapidly. Calumet, Hancock, and 
Houghton were called upon for help, and re- 
sponded quickly, with their fire departments, 
but the firemen were unable testop the spread 
of the flsmes, and before two o'clock the town 
was a mass of smoking ruins. 

Over two hundred buildings were burned. 
Tle only business builaings left, are one sa- 
loon snd one small store. The insurance ag. 
gpregates $735,000, in English and eastern com: 
panies principally. During the fira a heavy 
gale prevailed. The flames leaped from block 
'o block, destroying brick and stone struct- 
ures as readily as wooden buildings. 

DerroiT, May 20.—Specials from the uppor 
penineular says reports from twenty-eight dif. 
ferent localities indicate that the fires which 
have been raging in the country are diminish- 
ing, partly from alack of fuel. In some local- 
ities high winds prevailed. No fires occurred 
today.

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ON THE INTERSTATE LAW, 


Charleston Merchants Petition the Commie- 
| sioners Not to Suspend the 4th Section. 
WASHINGTON, May 20,—A petition from 

committee appointed by the Merchants’ ex- 
change ofthe city of Charleston, S. C., has 
been received by the interstate commerce com- 
mission favoring the enforcement of section 
four of the law. Charleston exchange has also 
petitioned the commission to enferce all the 
provisions of the law. The petition says: 

It seems only fair and just that until the etf:ct of 
this bill upon the various interestsof our land is 
Borss by its enforcement to be injurious or hurt- 

ulto any particular class or section, your honora- 

ble bocy should delay exercising the discretion 
vested in yow, of suspending any ofits provisions 
We desire also to emphasize the fact that evidently 
the spirit of this bill ifcarried out will certainly 
tend to prevent unequal or oppres-ive taritts being 
laid upon the trade and commerce of eur sectiou 
or territory in order torefund to these eorporations 
loss sustained in carriage at lessthan the actual 
cost of freighis of another section_or territory. 

The appiication of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road to have the temporary suspension of the 
fourth section made permanent, so far as re- 
lates to that road, was ander consideration to- 
day. 

KUMOR THAT SUSPENSIONS WIL” CEASE, 
New Yorx, May 20--R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
trade review for the week ending Saturday, 
May 21, says the most important news of tho 
week, if confirmed, is that the interstate com- 
miseion will revoke all temporary suspensions 
of the short haul clause, terminating them on 
July let. This statemont seems credible only 
because it accords with the spirit of the letter 
just publishcd bythe commission giving raa- 
sons for refusing suspensions and ho'ding that 
injury toexisting business is nota reason fer 
setting aside the law, only in exceptional cases 
will it interfere. The revolution in business 
must, therefore, progress until its full effects 
have been realized. Some ofthem are seen in 
contracts taken by the Canadian Pacific to move 
esstward the woo! of California and ten miilion 
pounds of sugar, and the marked revival of 
shipments round the horn. The rivers ap- 
pear in a deciine of the trade, of distribution 
and manufacture, and an increase of dastribu- 
tion at smaller towns, with the upspringing of 
new manufacturing works at many localities. 
For twenty-five years the railroads havee been 
anvibilating the barriers of distance. Thonew 
law tends to restore the old barrier aud to put 
sections, cities and towns farther away from 
each other. Closely connected are uumerous 
labor troubles, most of which grow out of the 
parrowed fields for the distribution of pro- 
ducts. 

Lcicsl] reports are still gonerajly encouraging, 
with no instance of unusual delay in collec- 
tions. Where business is deemed dull, it isin 
every case pronounced larger than at the same 
season last year.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The camp grounds 
for the reception of military who came to the 
natioual drill are not yet in cemplete ordsr, 
but probably will be by tomorrow night. The 
camp is located onthe ground of the public 
reservation and will have the Washington 
monument for its center. Louisiana Rifles, 35 
men, kave encamped and the Vounteer {3outh- 
rons, of Vicksburg, Miss., 55 men, Captain C, J, 
Earies, arrived today. :

Our circular is periectiy correct, and is not mis- 
leading.. Itis perfectly plain to any one of the 
most ordinary intelligence that our circular did 
not, in any way, purport to give the figures of the 
whole debt. The whole object of the circular is to 
show what are the sacrifices which the holders of 
the consol and ten-forty debt, whom we primarily 
represent, were prepared to make, and it is tothem 
that our circular refers.

ST. Lovis, Mo., May 20.—[Special.]—The 
moderator appointed the usual committees this 
morning.

Papers in the case of Robertson vs. the Synod 
of North Carolina, evolitioa heresy matter 
were given in charge of the judicial committee 

The Second church of Philadelphia invited 
members of the assembly to attend the cele 
bration of the first Presbyterian centennial in 
Ph iladelphia. 

The moderator of the northern church gen- 
eral assembly conveyed, in a letter, the frater- 
nal greeting of that body and declared the 
sympathy of that body in the plan for closer 
tellowship, and desiring to co-operate with the 
eouthern church with regard to unity of work 
in missions, both foreign and home. 

Trustees of Columbia Theological seminary, 
S C., reported that, owing to the virulence of 
the evolution controversy, the seminary had 
heen closed for twelve months, 

The judicial committee recommended 
changes in the church law that would give 
ruling elders the right to preside over moetings 
cf presbyteries as moderators. The plan of 
union of the Presbyterian churches of the em- 
pire of Brazil proposed that the churches form 
a nationalsynod of Rio Janeiro, which shall 
bave power to divide Brazil_into three presby- 
teries. The committee on foreign missions, in 
their report, decided to extend workia Chili 
and Japan, instead of piying further attention 
to Brezil, because the , bigotry of Brazil ren- 
dered conversions almost impossidle. Ameri- 
csn Indians objected to transfer of their work 
to the home missions committee on the ground 
that this would bean entering wedge to the 
splitting uptheir life as a nation and annexing 
them tothe United States. ‘ 

There were a large number of communica- 
tions from Pres>byteries on the subject of or- 
ganic union with the north church, The mis- 
sion synod believes that the church should be 
non-political and advocated the union of the 
assemblies. Soveral cOmmunications were re- 
ceived opposing the union on the ground that 
the difficulty wonld be with the colored ele: 
ment, They felt that it wonld be dangerous 
to mingle with colored children in schools and 
churches, 

Mersrs. J. J. Ballock, J. A. LeaveregP. G. 
Fernois and J F. Anderson communicated their 
declination of re-election as members of the 
foreign missions executive committee, as they 
felt they could not co-operate with the others 
for the good of the cause, 

Next year being the centennial of Prosby- 
terienism in America, thenorthern and south: 
ern assemblies propose to jointly celebrate the 
occasion in Philadelphia, where the first pras- 
by tery was organized, Last year a committee 
of arrangements from each body to prepare for 
this recommend each assembly to select ten 
speakers fiom their respective bodies for tho 
occasion. Lt is desired that each of the assem- 
b ics meet at or near the same place, so as to 
ivin in this celebration. The second church of 


Philadelphia, through their presbytery, invite 


the southern assembly to meetin their charch 
at that time, and hope to see the bodies per- 
manently united in that time.

IMPORTANT TO BANKS. 


by the United States Circuit 
Court of Lilinois, 

CHICAGO, May 20.—A decision was rendered 
in the United States circuit court today by 
Judge Gresham, which is ofthe greatest im: 
portaxce to bankers and bankingmen. A like 
case has nevor been decided in American couris. 
A, J. Gillespie & Co, of Kansas City, were 
owners of about 1,100 head of cattle and about 
the first of October, 1835, they shipped a herd 
to Chicago, consigning them to the stock yard 
commission firm of Rappalsons & Co., and im- 
mediately drew drafts for the approximate 
value of the cattle. Rappalsons & Co, between 
the 2d and 6th of month, sold the cattle and 
deposited the money, about $25,000, with the 
Union Stock Yards National bank ata time 
when Rappalsons & Co. were overdrawn at the 
bank about the same amount. The bank not 
knowing who the money belonged to but ouly 
that it was deposited tothe credit of Rappal- 
sens & Co., appropriated the money to pay the 
overdraft. Gillespie & Co. filed a billin the 
United States court against bank« to recover 
money. 
Gillespie & Co. were entitled to it.

Important Action Taken by Secretary Lax 
mar--The President Sanctions It. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Secretary Lamar 
today addressed to President Cleveland a long 
communication on the subject of restoring to 
entry and settlement of public lands, with- 
drawn as “indemnity” lands for the benefit of 
land grant railroads, The president indorsed 
bis approval @pon it and it will be immediately 
carried into effect. The letter recites that 
many of the bepeficiary roads have made in- 
demnity eelections to the full extent of their 
rights and that others have selected ali lands 
witttid indemnity limits subject to selection. 
Among thcte which have selected the fal! 
qnantity are the Mobile and Ohio, in the 
state of Alabama; Pencacola and Atlantic, and 
Pensacola and Georgia in the state of Florida 
Artorg these which have selected, as far as there 
are lands swhject to selection, are the 
Alabama and Chattanooga, Alabama and Flor- 
ida, the South and’ North Alabama in the state 
of Alabama; tte Mobile and Ohio River and 
Vicksburg acd“Meridian in the state of Miss- 
issippi, Florida and Alabama and Florida, At-; 
lantic and Gulf Central in the state of Fiorida 
Vickeburg, Sareveport and Texagsand New Or- 
leans anc Pacificin the state of Louisiana 
The status of jand grant roads in other sections 
of the country is also stated. These with: 
drawals have been running for various pericds, 
the longest being in the. case of the- -Mobile 
and Ohio, thirty-seven years. The letter then 
proceeds to say: * 

Under rulings of this department no settler can 
acquire any righis under any of the general land 
laws to any part of the public domain, so long as 
the same remains withdrawn by order of the pres- 
ident or by his authority. There seems now to be 
no valid resson why these orders of withdrawal 
should not berevoked. Obstructions in the way of 
bona fide settlement ofthe public domain shold 
be removed #88 ily as possible after the reasons 
which creaied them have ceased to exist. Beliey- 
ing that these railroad companies have had ample 
tinfe to assert any rights they have in regard to in: 
demuity to which they may be entitled, ard that 
unrecersary hardship can now revert to them by 
restoring ihese iands to the public domain for the 
benefit of settlers, it is my purpose, if it meets 
your approval, to take all wecessary steps looking 
to the accomplishment of that object. _ 

I suggest in order to prevent action being taken 
which may result in, hardship in any Case, that 
thirty day's notice be given by publication in a 
newspaper in the locality ot these respective roars, 
notifying theirmanagers of the purpose of this 
department in order that they may show cause, if 
they can, by a eertaiu day to fix in such notice, 
why the-proposftion therein submitted should not 
be carried into execution. steps will be taken in 
reference to the indemnity laws of other jand- 
grent railroads, with a view ¢o a restoration of the 
lands to settlement, (allowing a given and reason- 
able time to make their selection) as soon as the 
ceparynent isin possession of such information 
ss will enable it to act intelligently in making al- 
lowances to said companies of indemnity lands. 
Portions only of the Northern Pacific road, sec- 
ticus in Minnesota and Washington “territory, are 
mentioned as haying received {full indemnity, or 
exhausted available lands.

OF THE MEN WHO ROB3ED THE 
TRAIN IN TBXAS. 


How the Whole Affair was Mataged—Cap‘*ure and 
Imprisopmert of the Station Agent by the 
Thieves—Burgisry of the Express Car. 
Passedgers Foresd to Give Up. 

Etre ae 

Waco, Texas, May 26.—W. 
Waco, who was 2 passenger on the Missonri 
Pacific train which *was robbed at MeNeill 
Station, on the International and Great North- 
ern road, gives the following particulars of the 
robbery: 

“When thetrain palled up at McNeill Sta- 
tion, which isat the crossing of the Austin 
and Northwestern road, it was found thet the 
agertand two gentlemen, who intended to 
take parsege on the Missouri Pacific train, were 
in charge of twelve robbers, who had come to 
the station well mounted. The robbers had 
put a log in front of theengine. The engineer 
and fireman were guarded by some of them, 
while others ficd into the top of cays in the 
trsin. The patsergers were told that if they 
kept quiet they would not be molested, and 
they kept quiet. The robbers fired about one 
hundred shots within the coaches to enforce 
quietness of the passengers. Henry Landa, of 
San Antonio, was shot in the hand. A brake- 
man, named White, had his cneek and nose 
struck by a bullet. The robbers made for the 
express car, which was in charge of A. J. 
Northacker, and demanded that he open it. 
He refused to obey and they broke open the 
car door and knocked Northacker down. The 
eafe was broken open and robbed. How much 
money they got no one ceemsto know. The 
amount has been variously estimated ai froin 
$21.€00 to $55,000.” 

Mr. White says the expressman would not 
or cou'd not tell the amount of money st>len. 
lt is supposed from his remarks that the rob- 
bers secured a largeamount. After the robbers 
bad secured the boodle, they told the train men 
to roll the log off and they could goon. Mr. 
White, before leaving the station, had a talk 
with the agent, whose name is 8. R. Ely. Mr. 
Ely says the men came tothe station unmasked 
and took himself and two other men in charge. 
One of these men was yi. 
Ricketts, from Birmingham, Ala. The rob 
bers also took a fineigold watch ard chain from 
Mr. Ricketts. The robbers placed these three 
in a box car, closed the doorand put a guard 
over them. Mr. Whitesays he asked the agent 
what kindof looking menthey were and he 
told him that they looked like border ruffians. 
They were well armed and seemed to under- 
stand their business very thoroughly. Afier 
10bbing the train they rode away. The train 
was delsyed only about half an hour and came 
on north. When it arrived at Wac», Mr. North 
acker, the express man, was weak from losq of 
blecd and the effects of blows he received from 
the robbers, but he continued on his run to 
Dennison. Theconductor, engineer and fire: 
men, who were on the train which was rodbed, 
changed at Tyler. Their names were not 
learned.

City or Mexico, May 20.—I¢ is stated in 
upper government circles thata plot on the 
part of the conservative party, which isas bold 
and ambitious ssit is impracticable, has bsen 
ciseovered. A prominent memberof congress, 
in the confidence of President Diaz, 
and soveral cabinet =membars, stated 
today that there is no donbt but that the Mex- 
icen conservatives have actually invited Dou 
Carlos, the Spanish pretender, to visit this 
ecuntry for the purpose of entangling him iu 
Mexican politics and eventually making him 
the head of their party. 

My informant asserts that all the detailsof 
the plot sre well known to the government 
Don Carlos has accepted the invitation to visit 
Mexico, where he was hospitably entertained 
ard made many friends some years ago.

How He Conducted an Iuquest Over a Lynch 
Law Victim at Tarboro. 
Tarboro, N. C., Cor,. Raleigh News. 

Charles Dewis, a one-armed nogro, bel is the 
responsible potition of coroner of Edgesombe 
county. Heisatall, gaunt specimen of the 
most ignorant of his race, pompous to a degree 
and fuller of the immensity of his importance 
than President Cleveland. 

His desire all through seemed to be toim 
press this immensity on the jury and au- 
dience. 

Ben Hert,a negro, was lynched near Tarbor) 
for a criminal assault upon a most respectable 
white school girl, He was hanged froma pine 
limb near Tarboro Sanday morning, the Sth 
inst., having been executed the night before. 

The coroner took his jury out to view the 
corpse—the only intelligent man on the jary 
being Mr. W. D. Bryan, a simon-pure democrat 
of the old school. 

Coroner Lewis took his jury near the hang- 
ing man ard here is what occurred. 

He had two volumes of the statutes anda 
Bible under his stamp of am arm. Cocking his 
eye on the corpse, he waved the crowd off in a 
solemn way with his whole arm, saying to 
them: |

aint er gwine ter hurry. Does anybody know 
de name o’ de man up dat tree?

One of these gentlemen so elected chanced to 
be & trustee of the University of Georgia, and 
it will give you some idea of how well in- 
formed the Reporte:fis about general matters 
when you are told that the r realized that 
at once, and, after due and dollberate consider- 
ation, Cclivered itself of the following edito- 
rial utterance: 


“We believe it unwise to select as trustee of the 
university any one that is a trustee of either of 
tbe two sectarian collegesin our state. The evil 
eflects are often seen.” ‘ 


The wisdom of this editorial utterance will 
doubt’ ess receive cordial indorsement at the 
bands of many people, your correspondent in 
particular; but the paragraph is unfortunately 
worded, in that it conveys the idea that the 
University of gen has just chosen as trus- 
tee a gentieman who holdga similar position 
on the Mercer or Oxford boards. Thisis not 
80; for it so happens that the University of the 
Scuth bas selected as trustee a gontleman who 
holes a similar position on the University of 
Geor, 1: board. The Reporter was endeavoring 
to get at the difficulty—the matter was hard to 
reach—and I don’t kuow ihat it did not come 
close enough to the point after all. 

The university boys are developing con- 
siderable journalistic talent. The vari- 
cus daily papers in the state have 
representatives among the students 
who. keep their- respective journals 
well pested in regard to university and city 
news. The Reporier is rather a small! field for 
for two or three hundred boys, andits colamns 
are quickly filled with news of an intaresting 
nalure to the students. The Augusta Evening 
News, the papersin Atlanta Macon and Sa- 


vernal have representatives here among the - 


boys who send them weekly notes, or as often 
as the circumstances will permit. In the se- 
lection of these items the correspondents dis- 
play considerable judgment, and while, per- 
Laps they send semetimes, .news of an unim- 
portant cherscter,ou the whole their gelsc- 
tions are Worthy of trained journelists. The 
weckly press throughout the state have corres. 
poudents here also, and a feature of their naws3 
seivice is the coli ge notes. There is no tell- 
ing how much good the boys could do the nni- 
versity if they would keep their home papers 
fully posted im regard to college affairs. It 
wou'd femiliarizs the people with colloge work, 
keep ever before them the fact that the uni- 
versity isa living, working and prospsrous 
festuie, and would = almost uncon: 
sciously extend the influences and 
importsnce of the university. The 
countiy press, especially, should encourage this 
sort of work, and extend to the boys every 
facility and encourzgement in the matter. 
The mere fact of becoming familiar with the 
names of the representatives at Athens from 
ones own couscty wonld do much to dissipate 
that senseless and unfounded report that the 
institntion here is essentially a college for rich 
men’s ecns, 

It seems strange, and yet it is true, that only 
within the past few days has Athens ever had 
a bomeopathic physician. Within the pa:t ton 
days a gextieman has !ocated here for the prac- 
tice of medicire according to the tenets of the 
echool of homeopathy. He came from the 
Pacific slope. He bears testimonials of a high 
character, and is no doubt a cultured and ex- 
cellent physician. Bat why one shou!d come 
allthe way from Oregon to settle in Athens 
dces seem a little strange. This observation 
was made to him not long since, and after ad- 
mitting its truth he proceeded to give the rea 
son why he pulled up his stakes and crossed 
the plains. with Athens always as the objective 
point. He was reading in a journa 
devoted to the cause of homeopathy, and came 


across the statement that Athens, Ga,a city . 


of ten thousan inhabitants, had no homcopathic 
physician. He said he knew Athons was the 
literary center of the state, tho home of uui- 
versities and of schools, and his observation 
had tangbt him that wherever people were 
cultivated and intelligent homeopathy hada 
chance to gain a foothold, and that this was the 
train of reasoning and of circumstances that 
induced him to try his fortune hore. The ply- 
sicisus of the city, prior to his coming, were 
all allopaths in the practice of medicine, though 
I am told one or two occasionally employed the 
homeopathic school in the treatmont of children. 
The new coctor was cordiaily welcomed by his 
brethren, and he will not be interfered with: 
but, on the contrary, be given every encour: 
agement in the practice of what is virtually a 
new treatment to Mostof our people. Our peo- 
pie are very satisfactory ia their behavior. 
They never exercise themselves much about 
the meihed, provided the resul‘s are all that 
can be wished; and Iam sureé that they will 
cffer no objects to being cured, it matters not 
what kind of pathy is employed,

“Ioxtra”’ Biily Smith. 

An old hero has fallen in Virginia. 

lew characters in this country were so 
{nll of romantic interestas ‘‘Extra Billy’’ 
Smith. He had been a prominent figure in 
his siate a'most since the beginning of this 
well-worn century. Beyond the age of 
ninety be has passed away, leaving a good 
name, and an unwritien volume of interest- 
ing incidents and anecdotes with which his 
stern, honest life was lighted. He was born 
of sterling stock in King George county, 
September 6, 1797, After receiving a good 
classical education he stadied law, and in 
leiS commenced the practice in Culpepper 
covnty. The sharp political differences in 
Virginia in those daysdid not fail to develop 
his strong personality. He went into politics 
a determined and aggressive democrat, and 
soon became one of the most powerful advo- 
vates of his party. His talent for stump 
speaking was remarkable. For more than a 
generation he was among the giants on the 
hustings. | 

Hie familiar soubriquet was applied to 
him when he wasyet a youngman. He had 
numeious contracts for carrying the mails 
and because he persistently demanded a 
just increase of his compensation he was 
called ‘‘Extra Billy.’’ He established a 
line of mail coaches from Virginia threugh 
the Carolinas and into Georgia. — 

He entered the state senate in 1830 and in 
1841 was elected in congress. In 1845 he 
was clected governor of Virginia by the leg- 
islatnre Soon after his gubernatorial term 
expired, he caught the California fever and 
went to that state where, in 1850, he had 
the honor of presiding over its firat demo- 
cratic convention. In 1852 he returned to 
Virginia and the next year was elected to 
congress. He served four successive terms, 

When the war began, though he was six- 
ty-four years old, he volunteered for the 
confederate army and was commissioned col- 
avel of the Forty-ninth Virginia regiment. 
He distipenished himeelf by his heroic 
coursge and by his original way of fighting. 
Though he knew nothing of military tactics 
he mscs his regiment one of the most effect- 
iveinthe army. His way of carrying his 
men into batile was to place himself in 
fiont of them and cry ont, ‘‘Come on, Forty- 
ninth |’ and they always went with him to 
the hottest of ibe ight. He was sent tothe 
confederate congress but remained in that 
body only one cession. Returning to his old 
regiment, he soon ro:e to the rank of briga- 
dier, and then to that of major-general. 
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acy. Afterthe surrender a reward waa of- 
rered by the federal authorities for his cap- 
ture. His friends concealed him in various 
parts of Virginia, but he finally declared 
that he could not consent to be a strain 
upen the virtue of his fellow citizens, so one 
day be rode into Richmond and gave hbim- 
selfup. He was imprisoned for a shori time 
but was then given his liberty. 

Since the war he has not been in public 
life except to serve one term in the Virginia 
legislature. Almost to the last he retained 
his wonderful vitality and his cheerfal dis- 
porition. He was honored wherever he went 
in the state which he loved so well and serv- 
ed so faithfully. When he died Virginia lost 
one of the old heroic mould whom she will 
remember with pride and affection. 


An Important Election, 

This is an off year in politics, Nearly all 
the states areholding off and saving their 
political sinews for the great contest of next 
year. . 

The most important election of 1887 will 
be held in New York next fall. It is only 
for the choice of a legislature and state offi- 
cers below lientenant-governor. The actual 
result of the election will not, therefore, 
have any considerable influence on the coun- 
try at large, but it will be warmly contested 
because of what it will signify concerning 
the probabilities of 1888. The most in- 
genious political figuring cannot make out a 
possible victory for either great party in the 
next presidential election without the thir- 
ty-five electoral votes of New York. Tae 
state election next fall will be in the natare 
of askirmish preliminary to the pitched 
battle which is to come a year later. 

The democrats have an apparent advan- 
tage in the fact that they now hold all the 
state offices which are to be filled at the 
coming election. Governor Hill’s admira- 
ble campaign eighteen months ago swept 
the state house clean of republican officials 


The democrats onght to bold the advantage 


they gained then. 

It will be hard for them to capture the 
levislatare. As legislative representation is 
arranged in New York the cities, which are 
the democratic strongholds,do not have dele- 
gations proportionate, on a basis of popula- 
tion, to those from the towns and rural dis- 
tricts which are controlied by the republi- 
cans. The democrats would have to carry 
New York by a big majority to get control 
of the legislature. Itis possible for them 
to do this if they become thoroughly united 
and lay aside the petty local quarrels which 
have often made them easy prey to a minority 
party. The New York democrats are in 
gocd shape, in much better shape than 
would be supposed by those who mistake 
the grumblipgs of a few sore-heads for the 
expression of general discontent. The mar- 
plots who, for various reasons, all of which 
are bad; have endeavored to bring about a 
conflict between the friends of President 
Cleveland and the friends of Governor Hil, 
have done their worst, and yet they have 
not created any serious dissensions in the 
ranks of the New York democracy. Itis to 
the honor of Governor Hill that he has not 
only had no part in this miserable business, 
but Las used his Infinence w ‘tuwart it. 
Next November there will be no Cleveland 
men and no Hiil men when the democrats 
face the republicans in New York. Bat 
there will be a great host of democrats who 
are honestly devoted to the best interests of 
their party and their country, and they will 
be strong enough to carry New York, even 
though a few unhappy politicians who float 
democratic colors may be found giving aid 
and comfort to the enemy.

“CRANK” IS NOT SLANG. 


It is a Collequial Expression of Venerable 
Standing. 
From the Boston Beacon. 

The word crank, denoting a whimsical per- 
fon, isnot slang, but an American @lloqualism 
that came into sudden prominence in, 1881, when 
the New York Herald saw: fit to account for the 
murderer of Presidert Garfield by calling him “a 
crank.’’ This application of the word, however, 
was notnew. Mrs. Stowe’s “Dred,” vol. 1, page 
317 (published in 1856), makes one of her charac- 
terssay: “If you strong electioners dida’t think 
you were among the elect, you wouldn't be 80 
crapk [set] about it.” Here the word means opin- 
ionative, narrow, capricious, uncompromising, or 
absurd. Carlyle gives three synonyms in the 
phrase, ‘dim of vision, violent of temper, subject 
tosudden cranks {notions or conceits}.". Milton 
uses the word pleasantly in the “Allegro,” about 
1626 : 

Haste thee, nymph, and bring with thee 
Jest and youthful jollity, 
Quips and cranks [sudden conceits) and wanton 


wiles, 
Nods and becks, and wreathed smiles. 

In his “Divorce” of 1644 be uses the word less 
pleasantly, remarking that the ways of the Lord 
are not “full of cranks (}udden and rotary motions) 
and contradictions.’”’ The foundation of all these 
meanings is the crank in mechanics, being a Com. 
bivation of a shaft to be turned by a web fastened 
to it in a boss and turned by apinor wrist (see E. 
H. Knights “Mechanical Dictionary,” vol. i, 
peges 645-6), Persons-who have turned the crank 
of a deep well, and let go teo soon, will understand 
the meaning of obstinacy. A crank is used in chil- 
dren’s shows, and accounts also for the expression 
“a crank ship’’—tbat is, a ship liable to roll over as 
ifturned by acrank. Longfellow used this expres- 
sion in his ‘Building of the Ship,’ 29, where he 
speaks of ‘the Great Harry, crank and tall,’’ which 
his shipbui'der is not going to copy. The ‘‘Ency- 
clopedie Dictionary”’ is curiously mistaken in giv- 
ing the word in this passage the sense of mighty or 
strong. The idea of whimsicality is suggested by 
the novel sights produced in petty shows by the 
mere turning of a crank. In Shakspeare the 
idea of winding or zigzag motions only is as 
sociated with the crank: ‘‘The cranks and offices 
of man’ (Coriol. i, 1151); {the hare] ‘‘cranks and 
costes With a thousand doubles” (Venus and Ado- 
nis 7682); and “‘see how this river comes me crank- 
ing iu’ (1 Henry LV. ili, 1, 98). All applicatious of 
the word seem to emanate from the Anglo-Saxon 
verb cringan or cringan, whica means to tarn or 
wind, and was used also of persons dying in battle 
because they writhe. A crank wit isa numbie wit 
or a wit that turns round quickly. Spencer, 
speaking of “a cocke on his duughill crowing 
crank,’ meant crowing with a brick turning of the 
head. The dictionaries without an exception are 
unsatisfactory on this rather simple word, which 
recurs in cringe (to turn a little) and crink’e (to 
twist slightly). But all difficuliies cease by begin- 
ning with the original Saxon meaning—to tura or 


to wind. If there are applications or combinations of 


the word not thus explained, which are they? Judge 
H. W. Blodgett, of Chicago, has recently ruled, 
in Walker vs. Tribune company, in the United 
‘States circuit cour; (see the Reporter, published by 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., April 27, 1886), that ‘‘to 
call a person a ‘crank’ is not in itseifactionable.”’ 
The learned judge adds that crank “‘is not a word 
which, by its common meaning in the Eaglish lan 
guage, importsthata person has been guilty ofa 
crime, * The word has no necessary defam- 
atory meaning.’’ The plaintiff, a lawyer, urged 
that by calling him acrank The Chicago Tribune 
had placed him in the same category as the asjas- 
sin of lresident Garfield. Judge Blodgett rejected 
thisergument by quoting the definition of the 
term as given in the Imperial dictiouary. This 
decision is justified by the history of the word as 
just presented and by its origin. ‘:aiteau was call- 
ed a crankin the sense that he wasa fool of one 
idea, which upset his judgment and prevented him 
from acting as should persons whose minds are not 
“twisted,’’ who do notact whimsically, and whose 
movements are not like those of the crank ina 
children’s show.

One 
picture represents ‘‘The woe cf. 200,000,000 fire- 
breathing demon horsemen slaying the third part 
of wankind, during 13 months, about 1598 9.’’ This 
is very much like a Comanche charge. The lead- 
ing horseman sits astrideja fierce looking animal 
breathing out fire snd smoke, as his rider, with 
bare legs and arms, thickly strewn with bristling 
hair, urges him to the frey. 

Another picture represents ‘The Napoleonic 
Anti-Christ’s persecution of Christians for three 
and cne-half years, about 1897 to 1990.’ Taisshows 
the beheadiug by the guillotine of those who wiil 
not worthip the image of Napoleon or receive his 
mark’of ‘666 in their foreheads or right hands, 
The bropze statue stands on the left inscribed 

‘Napolonte.’’ On the right is aguillotine dripp'my 
with the blood ofitsvictims. The bloody knife is 
ready to fallen the neck of a head thrust through 
the aperture, while the executioner reehing with 
humen gore stands close by. The crowd beneath 
is rushing up to a bishop whois painting their fore- 
heads and right hands with the mystic ‘'665” to 

SAVE THEM FROM DESTRUCTION, 

The other picture represents thethird and fourth 
seals. The former is typified by the ‘Black Horse 
of Famine for 18 months from July, 1897, to Jaun- 
ary, 1899.” Thisshows a starved human being, 
with pinched tace and hollow eyes, riding a black 
horse snorting furious flames. ‘The rider is clutch. 
ing with one hand the animal's mane and withthe 
other holding a balance. Seal 4is represented by 
the ‘Pale Horse of Pestilence slaying throughout 
one.fourth of tbe earth about 1898-9," This pest 
horse is ridden by a grinning skeleton partly cov- 
ered with a flowing green robe. The horse and its 
ricer are spouting pestilence and vivid Lghtuings 
make the sky lurid. 

Scores of people during the day stood rivited to

During the trial, the young student, Oualia- 
noff, bas attracted general attention, not only 
among his fellow-prisoners, who evidently idolize 

‘him, but also of the entire tribunal. He is, asI 
have already stated, the son of a Russian function- 
ary of high rank. His bebavior has been thatofa 
gentleman, and his extraordinary intelligence has 
been skown in all hisanswers. Heit is who appa- 
rently prepared the greater part of the dynamite, 
and who constructed the bombs. 

At the final sitting of the court Oulianoff made a 
brilliant speech. He declared that he and his co- 
accused did not fear death. No honest man feared 
death, and he could notimagine anything more 
sublime than to die for his country. It had been 
his intention to assist in the deliverance of the un: 
ortunate Rustian people, Hundreds of young 
men afier him would act as he acted, and finally 
the czar would be compelied to change his systen 
of ccercion. The speech produced a deep impres- 
sion. The accused, Novorousski, a theological stu- 
Gent, was, uutil his arrest, the tavorite of M 
Pobecdonsétsoff, the well known presideat of the 
Holy Synod, who often invited him to dinner, and 
foretold for him a brilliant career. 

Pilsovtski, the Polish nobleman, is the son of the 
marshal of noblesin the provinceof Vilna. The 
Pilsoutkis are of the best and richest Polish fami 


lies. The father of the accuced is the proprietor of 


estates amounting in extent to 30,000 acres. Ossi- 
panoff, from Tomsk. in Siberia, is an unprepossess 
ing young wan, twenty-six years of age, and the 
only one of the accused who behaved in an objection- 
able manner. The president of the tribunal having 
asked him how he as a student could take part in 
this horrible crime, he auswered: ‘‘I did so just be 

cause lamastudent. Ihave learned that every- 
bedy must be ready to sacrifice his life for the com 

mon cause, and I would contribute my part to de- 
liver my unfortunate people. I first decided to 
murder the czar, revolver in hand; but afterwards 
I thought it better to use bomb:. Their eityct is

10 FIGHT FOR UNCLE SAM, 


Government Recruiting Station and What 
Has Been Doing Enlisting Soldiers. 


The ideal pictureot a “sho nuff” soldior life 
—blue uniform, pretty brags buttons and all— 
has proved so fascinating to certain of Atlanta 
citizens, that between fifty and sixty have ex- 
pressed a desire to enter Uncle S1sm’s service. 

Same weeks since a regular army rendezvous 
was located in this city with Lieutenavt 
Charles H. Grierson, of the Tenth U. S. Caval- 
ty, in charge. Headquarters was established 
at 33-N. Pryor street, near Line, and a recruit- 
ing station was formally opened. Since then 

the sidewalk in front of the place has been a 
| sort of headquarters of all seizes, ages and 
shedes of coloring and the lucky ones who 
have passed the examination and havesince 
been sporting in their pretty clothes are the 
objects of undisguised admiration. 

‘We have done fully as well as we expected,” 
said Lieutenant Grierson, speaking of the 
work of the recruiting station. “Sevente>n 
men, three white and fourteen colored, have 
been accepted out of between fifty or sixty 
who have applied.” 

‘Then you don’t take all who apply?’ 

“Not by apy manner of means, The men 
are put through a thorough physical examina- 
tion and none except perfectly sound men are 
accepted. Then, too, we wil! have nothing to 
do with men who are hard cases or are worth- 
less. We wantonly good, steady men.” 

“Are you recruiting for infantry or cavalry?” 

“Both. All of our recruits so far, however, 
have been for the cavalry service. Most of the 
men teem to prefer that. I have one man who 
is particularly auxious to go into the infantry, 
but he has rot enlisted as yet.” 

“There seewsto be an impression abroad 
that the whites and blacks are,put in the same 
regiments.” 

“That isa mistake. There ars four colored 
regiments, two of infantry and two of cavalry. 
‘The two infantry regiments are full, bat the 
cavalry regiments are not. One of these cav- 
alry regiments islocated in Virginia and the 
other in Wyoming. These colored regiments 
have white officers.”’ 

Tre men who have been enlisted will prob- 
ably be cent first to Jefferson barracks, near 
| St. Louis, where they will be given a trial of 
three months. If they pass through this 
ordeal safely, they will then be assigued to 
active duty... At their examination in this 
city they are required to give answer to a large 
nujuber of questions relative to themselves, 
their physical condition and = their 
recor ds. No married man is al- 
lowed to enlist. If it is  ascer- 
taixcd that they have succeeded in passing 
this examination by employing fraud in any 
way, they will be dismissed without character 
from thearmy. The menare provided with 
food, clothing and all necessaries and receive 
$195 per month. : 

‘] noticed the other day,” remarked Lien- 
tenunt Grierson, ‘tuat of 17.000 men who ap- 
plied for admission tothe British army dur- 
inga given period, upwards of 16000 were 
enlisted. Our examinations must be much 
moore rigid, es we take only about twenty-two 
per centof those who make application. Yet 
there are always anumber of vacancies to be 
filled. You see we want none but good men.” 

It is not known just how long the recruiting 
station will be located here. The work done 
so far is very satisfactory. There has been a 
rush of applicants: but it is hardly likely that 
this will continue as the novelty wears 
off. Allthose who have applied so far have 
been from the city. From now on, in the opin- 
ion of the officers, the majority of the appli- 
cations will come from the country. Country 
boys usually make the best soldiers, as they 


| &re, as a rule, better men both physically aad 


morally. 

Lieutenant Grierson will remain in charge 
until July 1st, when he will be relieved from 
recruiting duty and will report to the com- 
mander of bis regiment at Santa Fe, New Mex- 
ico. He has notas yet been informed as to 
who his successor here in Atlanta will be.

Her boy did not know Wall, she 
eays, and there certainly cou'd have bsen no 
malice in the killing. Whisky was at the bot- 
tom of it all. 

She says that Ellison is in a safe place and 
will-probably be able to remain so, but that 
docs not suit her. She feels that he hag bsen 
punished enough, and knows that 
if given a chance he will be an honest and up- 
rigbt citizen. 

The letter is a long one, just such an oneas 
a heart broken mother would write in favor of 
her boy. She begs the governor to grant her 
son a pardon that the stigma of his act may be 
removed, In conclusion, sie namos prom- 
inent citizens of Catoosa county, where she 
lives, as persons who know her and will vouch 
for her own character and that of her family.
